City Council last night awarded a 
$423.750 construction contract to Don 
Green Contractor, Inc., paving the way 
for a new Central Fire Station projected 
to serve the city for the next century. 
At the recommendation of City Ad­ 
m inistrator Gene Wahlers, council 
moved quickly to approve allocating 
$53.750 from the general fund to make up 
a 20 per cent difference between the low 
bid and the previous cost estimate. 
The remaining $370,000 of the project 
will be paid with Community Develop­ 
ment Block Grant funds already ear­ 
marked for the structure. 
In a report to council, Wahlers said the 
general fund monies were available as 
part of an approximate $475,000 “ unap­ 
propriated surplus” . 
In his report, Wahlers listed “ potential 
alternatives which involve a reduction in 
quality and/or substitution of lower 
grade m aterials,” which would have 
trimmed $7,200 from the total cost. 
Expendables included a balcony on the 
front of the building, $2,609, interior 
vinyl wall covering, $2.500; a change in 
roof tile. $1,500, and a microwave oven.

Wahlers said eliminating the balcony 
and changing roof tiles would affect the 
appearance while the vinyl wall covering 
would be a maintenance savings and the 
microwave oven an energy savings. 
Because the building should serve the 
city for the next 100 years. Wahlers said, 
he recommended the building go up as 
designed. 
Construction should begin within the 
next month and take about a year to 
complete. 
The project will demolish and rebuild 
parts of the fire station at 115 South G 
St., which were erected in the 1890s and 
1930s These include the kitchen, engine 
garage and offices housed in the front 
section of the station. A section of the 
building, built in the 1950s w ill be 
retained as temporary sleeping quarters 
for the firemen. 
The new 7,000-square-foot structure 
will replace about 5,000 square feet of the 
station and should ease reported 
crowded conditions at the firehouse. 
For the construction period, the Fire 
Department has moved some offices and 
kitchen facilities into a one-story house 
next door to the fire station.

Weather worries 
LNG opponents

Although safety is a major concern, 
principal opponents are concentrating on 
wave and weather conditions to fight a 
proposed liquefied natural gas port at Pt. 
Conception. 
Western LNG Terminal Associates, a 
coalition of major utility firms, has an­ 
nounced plans and applied for a permit 
to construct a plant about three miles 
south of the point near the southern leg 
of Cojo Bay. 
The utility co-op has submitted plans 
for a site on 209 acres of a 980-acre 
Southern California Edison plot. Edison 
purchased the land 10 years ago as a 
potential site for a nuclear power plant 
Santa Barbara attorney George Allen 
n p M M d Ut* HoUMw Ranch Ow m ts 
Association, a 133-parcel collective com­ 
prising the 14,000-acre Hollister Ranch 
adjacent to the proposed site 
The wind and wave conditions at Pt. 
Conception are "ve ry severe,” ac­ 
cording to Allen. 
“ The rough weather just doesn’t dis­ 
sipate that close to Pt. Conception Tlie 
force of North and Northwestern storms 
hit that area just like they do out at sea,” 
Allen claimed. 
“ Our meteorologist says the area is 
probably more subject to the severity of 
winter storms than any other point on 
the California coast It is not protected 
from the West or the South or the North 
He (a meteorologist contracted by the 
Hollister group) can’t understand why 
anyone even suggested that site. 
“ We feel it’s not going to be reliable 
and will be particularly interrupted dur­ 
ing the winter months when it is most 


Allen said a “ general estimate” is that 
the plant would be closed 25 per cent of 
the time during winter months. 
“ The FPC (Federal Power Commis­ 
sion) says you can’t dock or come into 
port if there are four foot waves and. or 
29 mile-per-hour winds, and we get them 
all the time This area is recognized as a 
class surfing area because of the waves 
out there.” 


Flanking Allen is another Santa Bar­ 
bara attorney, Phillip Marking, who 
represents the Santa Barbara Citizens 
for Environmental Defense. Originally 
an environmental education group, ac­ 
cording to Marking, the organization has 
been revived after a couple years of inac­ 
tivity as a legal defense team with a goal 
to defeat LNG at Pt Conception. 


“ Based on a number of conditions.” 
Marking said, “ it is just an unstable 
location in every way — weather, winds, 
currents and we suspect there may be 
seismic problems.

Urgency of port 
now in doubt

State officials in Sacramento are “ in a 
tizzy” concerning the possible impacts 
of a consultant’s findings that blast the 
need for quick action in siting of a 
liquefied natural gas port in the county or 
elsewhere on the coast, County En­ 
vironmental Coordinator Albert R. 
Reynolds declares. 


The findings will first be made public 
Thursday at an LNG hearing in Los 
Angeles which he and other county of­ 
ficials plan to attend, Reynolds declared. 


The hearing is to be conducted by the 
Federal Regulatory Administration of 
the new Federal Department of Energy 
County Supervisors W illiam Wallace and 
David Yager were designated to attend 
along with Reynolds and a represen­ 
tative of the county counsel’s office. 


County supervisors are requesting the 
Federal agency to allow the county to in­ 
tervene to show new evidence regarding 
possible siting of such a facility in the of­ 
fshore area near Santa Cruz Island, 
along with new aspects of the Pt. 
Conception site as applied for. and 
evidence that could show the state is 
seen in no immediate need of liquefied 
natural gas. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Two key 
negotiators warned consumers today 
higher gasoline and other energy prices 
will result no matter what compromise 
is reached by a conference committee on 
conflicting House and Senate bills. 
“ I think it’s clear the price of gasoline 
will go up,” said Sen. Henry Jackson, D- 
Wash “ Very clearly, price will be a ris­ 
ing factor in all of these areas. Because 
we w ill be attem tping to dampen 
demand.” 
Rep. Thomas Ashley, D-Ohio., co- 
chairman of the House conferees, agreed 
as negotiators prepared to hold their se­ 
cond meeting later today. The commit­ 
tee reached no agreements Tuesday at 
its opening session. 
“ I think we’ve got to be honest and say 
we re not looking for lower prices in the 
future,” said Ashley. “ We’d like to, but 
we can’t. Prices of energy are going to 
be higher. 
Jackson said negotiators were “ not so 
far apart" on many big issues. He and 
Ashley said a compromise w ill include 
tax credits for Americans who insulate 
their homes. 
Jackson also predicted the Senate will 
bow to the House and the threat of a veto 
by President Carter and agree to keep 
federal regulation on natural gas prices. 
“ So I can say to you that we’re not go­ 
ing to have deregulation of natural gas, 
period,” said Jackson. 
Jackson and Ashley were iterviewed 
on the NBC Today program 
Everyone talked compromise at 
Tuesday’s opening sssion. But it was 
easier to talk than to act. 
“ We came in a compromising mood, 
almost a compliant mood,” said Sen. J. 
Bennett Johnston, D-La. 
Rep. Harley Staggers, D-W. Va., 
chairman of the conferees, spoke of how 
“ men of good w ill can work out their 
problems.” Sen. Clifford Hansen, R- 
Wyo., said both sides are “ possessed of 
the best of intentions ” 
After opening speeches about accom­ 
modation, the conferees — crowded 
elbow-to-elbow along with hundreds of 
lobbyists, newsmen and the public into 
the cavernous Senate Caucus Room — 
got down to the business at hand. 
They wanted to reconcile differences 
between House and Senate versions of an 
energy conservation policy. TTie chief 
section of the bill, which is one of four 


major non-tax bills on energy, calls for 
u t ilit ie s to h elp h o m eo w n ers 
“ weatherize” their homes to save 
energy. 
The House version would allow 
utilities to make loans and install some 
of the energy-efficient equipment and 
materials. 
The Senate version would prohibit 
loans and installation by utilities, but 
would have them be advisors, doing 
“ energy audits” of homes and pointing 
the way to available equipment dealers 
and lenders for improvements. 
The conterees turned down four com­ 
promise proposals Tuesday, but they in­ 
structed the staff to draft still a further 
compromise, suggested by Johnston, for 
today’s deliberations. 


President Carter warned the conferees 
Tuesday that the public w ill judge 
Congress this year by whatever they do 
on energy policy. 
W. Germans 
deny trio 
murdered 


BONN, West Germany (U P I) — The 
West German government today denied 
as “ infamous” reports that terrorist 
leader Andreas Baader and two of his as­ 
sociates had been murdered in prison 
and said a preliminary 
investigation 
showed their deaths were suicides. 
Traugott Bender, justice minister of 
Baden-Wuerttemberg state, said the con­ 
victed members of the Baader-Meinhof 
guerrilla gang knew beforehand of the 
commando raid in Somalia despite 
security so strict that they were cut off 
from the outside world. 
Bender called charges the three had 
been murdered “ infamous, slanderous, 
and insane." 
West German government spokesman 
Klaus Boelling also said the reports are 
“ nonsense” but added that Bonn wants 
to find out how the terrorists managed to 
get their suicide weapons 
State legal authorities said an autopsy 
on the three terrorists had been per­ 
formed by two German doctors and an 
Austrian. Swiss and Belgian doctor in the 
presence of lawyers of the terrorists.

Funeral mass was to be celebrated this 
morning with burial to follow at Santa 
Clara Cemetery. 
Yenney’s girlfriend, Linda Fiene, 18, 


remains in critical condition at St 
John’s Hospital with only brief periods of 
consciousness. 
Police were standing by awaiting an 
improvement in her condition sufficient 
for her to tell her story and perhaps 
describe the attackers. 
The couple was walking to the girl’s 
home late Friday when two or more un­ 
identified assailants attacked them in a 
dirt lot behind Channel Islands High 
School. 
Yenney was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul Yenney Sr. The family lived in 
Lompoc for 11 years and moved to the 
Oxnard area about two years ago. Dur­ 
ing the latter years of their residence in 
Lompoc, Yenney Sr., operated a mobile 
pizza kitchen that served food to homes.

LNG explosion fears groundless, says gas firm

Opponents of a Pt. Conception LNG 
port have chosen not to utilize potential 
safety hazards of LNG in their battle 
plan, but there is little argument the 
super-cooled methane is dangerous. 
“ We re concerned about the danger," 
SanU Barbara attorney George Allen 
said, “ but that is why they pushed it off 
on us — they’re willing to write us o ff... 
which is an Interesting ethical point." 


The law yer, who represents the 
Hollister Ranch, said by the time a ter­ 
minal could be built there would be about 
200 people living on Hollister Ranch 
parcels. 


“ If it is unsafe for the Los Angeles pop­ 
ulace and the communities surrounding 
Oxnard,” said Bixby Ranch Co attorney 
Chase Morgan, “ I can’t see how it is 
anymore safe for the residents of Pt. 
Conception Apparently the wisdom of 


the state legislature has deemed that 
there are so few inhabiUnts at Pt. 
Conception that they are expendable.” 
Dominated by cattle ranching ac­ 
tivities, a Bixby spokesman estimated 
there are between 15 and 20 permanent 
inhabiUnts of the Cojo and Jalam a 
Ranches who could be exposed to the 
plant. 
The relatively sparse population is 
precisely the reason the legislature has 
apparently singled out Pt. Conception for 
the sUte’s first LNG port. 
Just what the legislators were trying 
to protect the m illions living near 
proposed sites in Oxnard and Los 
Angeles Harbor from however, is not as 
clear. 
SUunch critics of LNG cite possible 
devasUting explosions which could 
trig g er infernos producing fatal 
temperatures for miles around a plant. 
Even more caUstrophic, they say, would 
be a floating methane cloud which could 


drift for 30, 40 maybe 50 miles before 
reaching an ignition source. 
Gas company officials argue methane 
— the main ingredient of natural gas — 
is lighter than air and will not go 
anywhere but up. They laugh at the ex­ 
plosion argument. 
“ LNG will not explode," said Southern 
California Gas spokesman O.P. Chase. 
“ It’s just chemically impossible for it to 
explode when it’s cooled to a negative 260 
degrees." 
LNG, Chase explained, must be mixed 
to a ratio of 85 per cent air to 15 per cent 
natural gas before it w ill even bum. 
As one of the federal agencies which 
would be directly involved in supervising 
LNG shipping to the West Coast, the 
Coast Guard is conducting tests at China 
Lake Naval Weapons Center. 
Although those tests are still in­ 
complete, the Coast Guard previously 
released a report in early 1976 on the 
potential hazards of LNG. 


The study listed a massive spill on 
water as one of the most severe situa­ 
tions which could occur. As an LNG pool 
continued to spread on water — a 
perpetual heat source — rapid vaporiza­ 
tion would steadily increase. 
On land, a spill would pour into a diked 
area surrounding a storage tank. The 
frigid liquid would instantly freeze the 
base soil and the LNG pool would 
vaporize at a much slower, constant 
rate. 
The water spill, the report states, 
could create a dense natural gas cloud, 
which while still in a cooler, con­ 
centrated state, would be heavier than 
air and could travel at the whim of the 
winds. 
On land, the slow, steady vaporization 
“ might take hours to evaporate, so that 
the downwind vapor travel is much less 
than the same size spill on water." In 
either case, without an ignition source, 
the natural gas will eventually dissipate

The potential danger of increased 
Santa Barbara Channel shipping activity

Al McCurdy, environmental specialist 
for the Santa Barbara Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality, said his office was 
in the middle of studies on the subject 
and refused to speculate.

0iWestern LNG Terminal Associates 
have plans for 193 port calls a year at Pt 
Conception for 11 specially built, 929-foot 
tankers. 
“ It won’t be a problem,” flatly stated 
a Coast Guard spokesman. “ Even with 
the addition of Alaskan tankers, we don’t 
feel there would be a traffic problem in 
the Santa Barbara Channel with one or 
two more LNG tankers.” 
During a Los Angeles speech last July, 
Rear Admiral Robert I Price outlined 


the Coast Guard’s position on LNG which 
is, first and foremost, neutral. 
Price said LNG has a “ virtual no­ 
accident record” in the almost 20 years 
it has been shipped via water routes. 
“ Although there is no question that we 
are dealing with a hazardous sub­ 
stance," continued Price, “ its hazards 
have been recognized. History tends to 
indicate that preventitive measures be­ 
ing taken are apparently adequate." 


Price went on to reiterate that LNG is 
not new to the world or the United 
States. As did the utilities, the Coast 
Guard officer cited some 50 LNG 
peakshaving facilities in the U.S. and 
Canada which cod and store LNG for 
peak demand periods. 


Further, 
LNG receiving terminals 
have operated without incident since 
1963 when the first two opened in France 
and England The in itialiJ.S. dock began 
operating at Everett, Mass., in 1971.

critics “Five dollars is not that 
much, but we want to make city 
personnel safety conscious 
“ If 
we can 
prove this 
program is successful, the 
Safety Committee will be back 
next year with something more 
substantial,” 
Davidson 
said. 
The city attorney claimed Lom­ 
poc could save the projected 
$3.000 
“on the 
therapy of a 
single back sprain.” 
“On the average.” noted Ad­ 
ministrative Assistant Rocky 
Fluhart, one 
of the main 
engineers behind the city's self- 
insurance plan, “the city will 
run about $80.000 to $90,000 in 
claims per year, so this is a 
very small amount compared to 
that.” 
But. the financial cost was 
the least of the council’s con­ 
cerns. 
“At best what you’re hoping 
for.” said councilman Charles 
Ward, “is that someone won't 
report (an accident), and that’s 
not what we want.” The Lom­ 
poc attorney expressed the fear 
that the program could en­ 
courage city em ployes to 
neglect bona fide injuries. 
“We considered that point,” 
Davidson said, “and we hope 
it’s not the case But we admit 
it’s possible.” 
“When you give them the in­ 
centive not to report an acci­ 
dent, you’re asking for it. I 
don’t care how you spell it, 
warned Lompoc resident 
Farley Beckett, who cited ex- 
• tensive knowledge in employe 
safety systems. 
“The little things don’t hurt,” 
Beckett said, “but infection is 
dangerous ”

Councilman Joe Valencia 
proposed a “reward that would 
be given every three years or 
so, where you could give (city 
workers) something substantial

After City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers stated. “I think 
(the reward program) needs a 
little more work,” council 


agreed to table the plan until 
the next meeting while the city 
staff continues work on the

Pornographic newsracks a la 
Los Angeles and San Francisco 
have come to Lompoc. 
Citizens might object to 
street displays of bare- 
breasted, spread-legged women 
beneath suggestive headlines. 
But there is no law against it. 
Chained strings of four or five 
racks have been installed by as 
yet unknown distributors in 
front of the Post Office, Hi 
Restaurant and Sambo’s. 
They offer the “Sun,” “Yes,” 
“ Im pulse” and “ His and 
Hers.” A Post Office rack also 
sells “The Advocate,” a male 
homosexual newspaper with a 
non-pornographic cover. 
City Councilmembers have 
received some complaints 
about the racks, and City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson is 
researching newsrack laws. 
He said today he plans to in­ 
vestigate possible newsrack or­ 
dinances on both location and 
content — “where they can put 
them and whether or not we can 
regulate what’s in them.” 
“I happen to know,” he said, 
“in the latter regard there’s lit­ 
tle we can do.” A court or judge 
would have to declare the 
papers pornographic before 
they could be outlawed. 
There is one illegal aspect 
about the new racks: The dis­ 
tributors have not secured a 
business license from the city, 
as City Clerk Wilma Thomas 
confirmed today. 
Operators of newsracks do 
require such licenses, even 
those without a fixed place of 
business in the city, Attorney 
Davidson said. 
But this requirement would 
mean that — besides the por­ 
nographic papers — other new­ 
spaper distributors are also 
breaking the law. The Santa- 
Barbara News and Review, the 
Los Angeles Herald Examiner, 
the LA Free Press, the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 
Those newspapers also do not 
have business licenses in Lom­ 
poc, according to a check by the 
City Clerk. 
However, non-licensed racks 
do not warrant their removal 
Davidson said. And the city 
would have to go to court to 
seek business license payment 
— if the distributors refused to 
pay 
“It’s not a tool to stop the 
business,” he said. “It’s a tool 
to get our cut of the business.” 
There are. of course, ex­ 
tralegal ways of removing the 
racks, as several persons 
pointed out. 
“I’m going to get rid of them, 
that’s all I’ll say.” Carleton 
Lett, manager of Sambo's said. 
“I’ll move them. I don’t care 
who says what, because this is a 
family restaurant and they 
shouldn’t be there.” 
Lett suggested the trash can 
as one alternative location. 
Postmaster Perry Martin 
said he had received several 
complaints about the racks. 
“We’d like to get rid of them 
completely,” he said, “even the 
ones that are not pornographic 
— including the Lompoc 
Record.” With 12 racks lined up 
there now, they clutter the 
sidewalk, he said 
Ann Baird, owner of Hi 
Restaurant, said, “We don’t 
want that in front of our 
restaurant. No way.” 
“I looked at three of those 
papers,” she said, “And my 
God, I couldn’t believe it.” 
Children pass that way en route 


to the Municipal Pool, she said. 
Lompoc City Councilmember 
Joe Valencia agreed: “We’re 
not prudes, but you have to have 
a little class,” he said. “For 
those who want the papers, let 
them buy it, but put the racks in 
some area where they’re not 
accessible to kids.” 
Baird said she was planning 
to remove the racks, but they 
were chained to the San Fran- 
c i s c o 
Chroni cle 
rack. 
Policemen she spoke to told her 
their department could do 
nothing, she added. 
“There’s nothing to cover it 
in the penal code,” police Agent 
Bruce Jack9on said. 
A man who identified himself 
as Leon, office manager for the 
Sun, was contacted by the 
Record. 
“We’re a newspaper. They 
can’t restrict the sales of a new­ 
spaper,” he said. “We’re not 
selling anything obscene, so 
we’re perfectly within the 
law.” 
Leon said he did not know 
who had set up racks with the 
Sun. Impulse and His and Hers 
— published by the same com­ 
pany — in Lompoc. He sells to a 
number of distributors who, in 
turn, may sell to other dis­ 
tributors. 
“Our circulation department 
doesn’t want to blanket Lompoc 
with pornography.” Leon said. 
“We just want to be available to 
the c o mm u n i t y of our 
specialized kind of reader. 
“Our distributors put them 
out wherever they think there 
are buyers. Lompoc is a 
reasonable market. If no one 
buys them, our distributors go 
broke. 
“People do want it,” he said, 
“wherever we put our new­ 
spapers they are bought.” He 
added. “We’re supported more 
by circulation than by advertis­ 
ing. so it’s important to us to 
have circulation. 
‘You might consider,” Leon 


said, “that pornography and 
obscenity is not something that 
bothers a lot of people. It 
bothers a vocal minority, which 
is not the same.” 
However, he said, should any 
Lompoc citizens wish to have 
the distributors move their 
racks to another location, they 
should leave a note on them.

Air ticket 
decision 
sought 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Trade Commission 
said today it believes the time 
has come for the government to 
decide whether it still needs to 
fix the price of airline tickets 
and tell airlines which cities 
they may serve. 
"The airline industry, like 
virtually all of the nation's 
manufacturing, wholesale and 
retail industries, can be en­ 
trusted to competition,” the 
FTC told the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. 
"Moreover, we believe that 
none of the nation's transporta­ 
tion goals would be threatened 
by allowing airline manage­ 
ments to select from a broad 
range of fare-service combina­ 
tions,” it added. 
The FTC made the state­ 
ments in comments submitted 
to the CAB. which has asked for 
public views on the issue. The 
CAB is considering whether its 
d o m e stic p a sse n g e r fa re 
regulatory policies should be 
changed. 
"Whatever economic condi­ 
tions m ay have existed in 
previous years which led the 
board to adopt a scheme of rate 
regulation ..., it is timely to ask 
whether economic conditions 
calling for such regulation have 
changed.” the FTC said. 
"A review of the literature 
and the available empirical 
evidence leads the commission 
to question the need for con­ 
tinued direct regulation of 
either price or entry. 
"Therefore, the board should 
expressly reevaluate the justifi­ 
cation for price regulation, in­ 
cluding both the economic 
characteristics of the airline in­ 
dustry and policy considera­ 
tions other than economic 
ones," it said. 
It also said the CAB should 
adopt a stron g policy on 
mergers. 
"If merger is easy," it said, 
"sm all airlines may sell out at 
the first whiff of price warfare 
without even forcing the preda­ 
tor (competitor) to bear the ex­ 
pense of below-cost pricing 
It also said consumers would 
benefit if fares were made 
more flexible 
"Airlines should be free to set 
fares at levels of their own 
choosing, subject only to the 
dictates of the marketplace and 
r e g u la t i o n s 
a im e d 
a t 
preventing predatory pricing 
and excessive profits from un­ 
due market power." it said. 
"This would allow airlines to 
offer a number of different 
co m b in atio n s of p rice and 
quality, thus affording the 
public a choice between lower- 
priced. more basic air travel, 
and higher-priced, more luxuri­ 
ous travel.”

Mandatory retirement measure 
slated for Senate debate today 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Legislation to advance the man­ 
datory retirement age for many 
Americans from 65 to 70 has 
spawned a lobbying campaign 
that leaves traditional allies 
divided 
The measure, scheduled for 
Senate debate today, would ex­ 
tend a 1967 age discrimination 
law banning mandatory retire­ 
ment from 40 to 65 to include 
persons up to 70 years old. 
The ban on age discrimina­ 
tion would apply to non-federal 
employes, including private 
businesses, state and local 
agencies, schools and other 
organizations 


The measure had been kick­ 
ing around Congress since 1974 
until sym pathy for ‘ ‘gray 
liberation" grew and it won 
House approval 359 to 4 in 
September. 
Opposition groups may have 
been caught by surprise with 
the House action, but the lobby­ 
ing in the Senate is intense. The 
Senate version, approved by the 
Human Resources Committee, 
would not change the current 
age limit for federal workers. 
O p p o n e n ts 
r e p r e s e n t 
organizations claiming to speak 
for b u sin ess, the elderly, 
minorities, women, educators 
an d o th e r s e g m e n t s of 


America. 
The battle lines are confused 
because organizations usually 
allied to advance minority 
rights are divided. 
Lobbying centers on whether

Among them was Dr. Nthato 
Motlana. chairman of an ad hoc 
group trying to bring black rule 
to the troubled township on the 
southwestern fringes of Johan­ 
nesburg 
Police in Durban and Cape 
Town. South Africa's other two 
major cities, also raided the 
homes and offices of students, 
lawyers, priests and scholars

The reference was to King 
George V. C h arles’ great­ 
grandfather.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Concorde SST made a picture- 
perfect first landing today at 
Kennedy Airport to begin test 
flights into New York’s lucra­ 
tive trans-Atlantic market.

It resem bled a prayin g 
mantis as it descended over 
Jam aica Bay and into the air­ 
port, where it had been banned 
for almost two years.

Charles Hine, clinical profes­ 
sor of occupational and environ­ 
mental medicine at the Univer­ 
sity of California, San Fran­ 
cisco, was a participant in the 
1961 study with other experts as 
well as Dow Chemical Co. and 
Shell Oil. 
He testified Tuesday at a 
federal-state inquiry into DBCP 
which ends today that "the 
word stupid is probably ap­ 
plicable " nowadays to the 
re p o rt, which w arned of 
testicular problems and lower 
sperm counts in tests with 
animals but which also in­ 
dicated that low-level exposure 
to humans probably would be 
safe. 
The report, singled out by in­ 
fected workers as being kept 
from them, said "close obser­ 
vation of the health of people 
exposed to this compound 
should be maintained." 
But the danger only came to 
light after DBCP workers at the 
Occidental Chemical Co. in 
Lathrop. Calif., noticed they 


were not able to father children 
and submitted to tests which 
proved their sterility. 
Other tests now have been 
conducted, and are ongoing, at 
plants in M idlands, M ich., 
Mobile. Ala., and Magnolia. 
Ark 
Dow has reported that 
many workers at its Magnolia 
plant are sterile and that one 
employe had developed testicu­ 
lar cancer and had his testes 
removed. 
Some of the 90 to 95 workers 
nationwide who have become 
sterile apparently because of 
contact with DBCP have ac­ 
cused the chemical firms of not 
informing them of potential 
dangers of working with the in­ 
gredient until this sum mer,

"It is in essence an inkspot on 
a white blotter," Morgan said. 
“ We p la n to in tro d u c e 
evidence showing Pt. Concep­ 
tion is an mnapropriate selec­ 
tion for an LNG site." 
On the other side of the con­ 
troversy, the utilities claim 
they could operate out of Pt. 
Conception without incident. 
A Western LNG study states, 
• an individual within (one and 
one-third miles) from the Pt. 
Conception LNG terminal is 460 
times more likely to die of fire 
generally than an LNG-related 
fire at the site." 
S outhern C a lifo rn ia G as 
spokesman O P Chase said the 
rough weather is on the north 
side of Pt. Conception, opposite 
the term inal planned for the 
southerly Cojo Bay. 
"That (stormy weather) is 
pretty much north of the Pt. 
Conception location of the ter­ 
minal itself. From what we un­ 
derstand and from the studies 
we've seen, the conditions there 
are good The waters there are 
shielded quite a bit by Cojo 
Bay.” 
Lodged in the middle of the 
debate, the Coast Guard noted 
LNG would not ever be the 
most dangerous liquid shipped 
in U.S. waters and could be 
shipped safely to Pt. Concep­ 
tion or almost anywhere. 
"We feel that any of the loca­ 
tions they have been discussing 
in the 11th district can all be 
made equally safe,' assured a 
Coast Guard spokesman. 
" It’s just going to cost more 
to m ake som e sa fe t ha n 
o th e rs." The 11th d istric t 
stretches along the California 
coast from the Santa Maria 
River south to the Mexican 
border and includes Pt. Concep­ 
tion. 
Wave and weather conditions 
aside, opponents claim the in­ 
dustrial impact spawned by an 
LNG port would devastate the 
sublime beauty of Pt. Concep­ 
tion 
As the bumper sticker reads, 
environmentalists want to keep 
t h e i r 
“ C o n c e p t i o n 
i m ­ 
maculate.” 
"We think it would be bad to 
open up that part of the coun­ 
ty," said Marking speaking for 
the Citizens for Environmental 
Defense, "because if (an LNG 
port) went in, other industries 
are sure to follow." 
Marking claimed roads and 
other developments necessary 
to accommodate a construction 
crew which could reach 2,000 
"would open up the areas as a 
natural spot for industrial 
growth." 
"There is a serious possibility 
of increasing industrialization 
at Pt. Conception," said Paul 
Wack, of the Santa Barbara 
County Planning Department,

plant itself would spur. It could 
just open up the entire area. 
"There are significant poten­ 
tial growth inducing impacts 
which need to be addressed on a 
countywide basis.. ." 
The gasification process 
required to transform LNG to 
f l a m m a b l e n a t u r a l g a s 
produces large amounts of cold 
water which could cool a power 
plant—nuclear or fossil fuel.

Western LNG Terminal As­ 
sociates have contracted an 
engineering firm, Fluor, Inc., 
to conduct a study into the pos­ 
sibility of including a freeze- 
desalination plant as part of an 
overall Pt. Conception package. 
When it appeared an LNG 
port might be headed for Ox­ 
nard. Southern California 
Edison was considering using 
the warm discharge water from 
an oil-fired generating plant in 
nearby Ormond Beach for the 
gasification process, according 
to an Edison spokesman. 
Plans to build a nuclear 
generating sy stem on the 
Edison land at Pt. Conception 
1967 were scrapped, the

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Shoot range for bows and bullets 
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By RITA W H ITE 
Staff writer 
Hidden away in a 25-acre 
patch of trees and ravines just 
north of Buellton is an in­ 
creasingly popular center for 
those interested in archery and 
firearm target practice 
There the Santa Ynez Valley 
Pistol Club operates an ever- 
expanding facility on a non­ 
profit basis centered on the 
enjoyment of target practice as 
a sport as well as a necessity 
for law enforcement personnel 
Originating in 1966, the Pistol 
Club began its life with only 
eight members but now boasts 
over 80 
During that time, 
m em bers have seen the 
purchase of the former state- 
owned Jonata Park site and its 
improvement into a widely 
recognized recreation facility 
Most recent in the continued 
growth of programs offered is 
the expansion of the field 
archery range from 14 to 28 sta­ 
tions 
The range offers just 
about every type of bow and 
arrow hunting situation to 
challenge a growing number of 
archery enthusiasts. 
“ Using the range is similar to 
play golf,” said the club’s 
s e c r e ta r y - tr e a s u r e r 
C. 
“ Dutch” Schultzman “ Groups 
travel the course which covers 
nearly the entire 25 acres of the 
park and keep score based on 
three arrows per station.” 
Each hit of the target - or miss - 


has a point value and the person 
with the highest score at the 
end of the round is the winner. 
The course is set up in a 
rough figure eight with 14 sta­ 
tions circling around and back 
to the starting place in either 
direction. 
"W e are going to apply short­ 
ly to the National Field Archery 
Assn 
for accred itatio n ,” 
Schultzman said. “ According to 
their standards, we have a 
nearly ideal course which of­ 
fers just about every type of 
hunting situation.” 
Players are challenged to 
shoot uphill, downhill, from 
shadow to light areas and visa 
versa, through trees, across 
ravines and even standing on 
top of the former cement 
restroom facilities 
“ The places to shoot from are 
marked but the distances 
aren't,” he noted. “ Even if the 
distances w ere given, it 
wouldn’t make it any easier 
because shooting over a dip in 
the landscape deceives the eye 
and it is skill that compen­ 
sates.” 
Bales of hay are used as the 
targets with pictures of animals 
approximating actual size at­ 
tached Field archery can be 
played either with these animal 
targets or with “ face” targets 
resem bling 
the 
fa m ilia r 
bull’s-eye with three black and 
white concentric circles. 
“ We have been very careful 


to have no targets or walkways 
behind other targets for 
safety,” 
Schultzman 
said. 
“ When standing at the shoot 
location for any station, the 
archer can see a number with 
an arrow attached to a tree 
near the next shoot location. 
Sawdust on the ground marks 


“ Once a month, on the first 
Saturday, we hold an official 
a r c h e r y shoot fo r clu b 
members and it has become a 
family day,” Schultzman noted. 
“ Most people bring either pic­ 
nic iunches or food to barbecue 
on the pit we have built.

N.M. (UPI) — Two years ago 
Ida was an orphan Barely 6 
months old. she traveled 800 
miles with her foster parents 
across the plains and moun­ 
tains of the West 
Now, though not completely 
mature, Ida is the “ old lady 
among a select group seeking a 
new home 
Ida is a whooping crane, one 
of only about 120 in the world 
She and her peers are the 
largest birds in North America 
and. until recently, her kind ap­ 
peared doomed to extinction 
Her brilliant white plumage 
shining in the bright sun. Ida 
flew into New Mexico's central 
Rio Grande Valley this fall, 
ending an 800-mile migration 
from Idaho With her came a 
new member of a tiny flock of 
whoopers. 
Ida and her companion were 
the first of an experimental 
flock of whooping cranes to 
arrive at Bosque del Apache 
National Wildlife Refuge this 
fall Tom Smylie of the U S 
Fish and Wildlife Service said 
six or seven more whoopers are 
expected 


if that’s possible 
I have 
desire to leave I ’ll live here the 
rest of my life.’ 
Two years ago. Miss Konek 
grabbed at the chance to run 
the hotel, which is owned by the 
state She first learned about 
F re n c h g le n through her 
brother, who worked on a near­ 
by ranch. 
“ It was kind of a joke at 
first." Miss Konek said about 
her decision to run the hotel 
They wanted someone to 
operate it in their best in­ 
terests ’’ 
In the summer of 1872. a 
C alifornian named P e te r 
French came to the Blitzen 
Valley with a herd of cattle and 
six Mexican vaqueros He soon 
acquired the squatter’s rights 
of a man named Porter and 
within a short period of time. 
French, with the financial back­ 
ing of Dr 
Hugh Glenn of 
California, carved out an em­ 
pire of 132.000 acres from his 
home base, the “ P ’ ranch. 


Frenchglen. a mile west of 
the still-standing “ P ” ranch, 
was named for both French and 
Glenn 
French was shot off his horse 
and killed in 1897 by a dis­ 
gruntled neighbor And in 1935 
the “ P ” ranch became part of 
the Malheur National W ildlife 
Refuge, which was established 
by P r e s id e n t T h e o d o re 
Roosevelt in 1908 


But it is the town itself, 
anchored by the hotel, that in­ 
trigues travelers as much as 
anything 


Ranchers stop by the hotel in 
midmornmg for a cup of coffee 
and conversation. In the after­ 
noon tourists and residents pull 
up in front of the hotel, ask 
what's for dinner and sit down 
to eat.

So here we are. The midway point in 
another football season (What, no All- 
Star gam e?) 
After five gam es it’s pretty easy to dis 
sect both clubs and see where strong and 
weak points are. 
For a team that’s 5-0, you wouldn’t 
think the Lompoc Braves have many 
weak spots and you maybe right. 
If anything has hurt the Braves this 
season it’s been the yellow flag. 
Penalties have dominated the Braves’ 
statistics for the past five weeks, almost 
to the point where penalty yardage is 
more than or equal to total yardage. 
Against Righetti, yellow flags hung out 
like the 4th of July. Nine penalties for 
110 yards isn’t exactly what coaches 
point to when you talk about an un­ 
defeated team. 
“ Our defensive backs are still having 
trouble with pass interference calls,’’ 
Mike Warren admits and it cost the 
Braves a touchdown Friday night. 
If it weren’t for the running of Pat 
Fridrich (847 yards in just five ball 
games) and the new-found passing at­ 
tack, the Braves could very well be oh- 
and-five. 
Up on The Hill, Cabrillo fans must be 
thinking the Conqs are playing in a 
revolving door. 
One week the Conqs will crush an op­ 
ponent and the next they seem almost 
listless. 
A good example is the first two weeks 
of the season 
Against Inglewood in the season 
opener, Cabrillo could hardly do 
anything wrong, while the next week 
they were held to seven points against 
Dos Pueblos when the Conqs could have 
scored at least 21. 
Suffice it to say Cabrillo has one of the 
finest running backs in a long time in 
Bryon Barmer. 
Gaining 865 yards in five games is no 
fluke. 
In some respects. Barmer reminds me 
of a young Gayle Sayers the way he is 
able to break tackles here and there and 
turn the comer. 
True, he fell short of the winning 
score Friday night but human beings, no 
matter how swift of foot they are. have 
their good days and bad days. After all 
259 yards isn’t chopped liver. 
But once you get past Barmer and 
fullbacks Rocky Westbury and Paul 
Purter, there is a huge void where the 
Cabrillo passing attack is supposed to be 
inserted 
On Thursday of last week I asked Ed 
Knowles when he was going to start 
showing off his passing attack. 
“ We are going to save it for the 
league.” he joked. 
As of Friday night, last, the Conqs are 
0-1 in Northern League play and I hate to 
repeat myself but, Ed .. 
Granted rolling up 406 yards in total of­ 
fense and scoring 35 points in a losing 
cause makes Cabrillo the best 0-1 team 
in the Northern League but without a 
doubt it’s much more fun being 1-0. As 
Ed put it, “ We are scrambling for our 
lives, now ”

It ended with his most vocal antagonist 
of this long and agonizing season - 
Jackson — slamming a record-tying 
three homers and driving in five runs to 
provide Martin and the New York 
Yankees with an 8-4 victory over the Los 
Angeles Dodgers and their first World 
Series championship since 1962 
“ Jackson 
was sensational.’’ 
said 
Martin of the man whom he nearly 
punched out in Boston in mid-June and 
most definitely cussed out only five days 
ago. “ He was really up for this game and 
he’s a super guy. I know next year will be 
much easier for him.” 
Jackson was indeed “ up” for Wednes­ 
day night’s storybook finish to the 
Yankees’ most turbulent season. The 
controversial rightfielder. for whom 
Steinbrenner paid $3 million to obtain in 
last winter’s free agent sweepstakes, 
walked on four pitches in the first inning 
and saw only three strikes thereafter — 
all of which were deposited in the outer 
reaches of Yankee Stadium’s 55,000

With the third blast he tied Babe 
Ruth’s record for most series homers in 
one game. 
“ The guys throw the word superstar' 
around,” said Jackson in the Yankee 
clubhouse afterward, “ but at least for 
one day I can say I am ." 
Indeed Jackson was voted the most 
valuable player of the series with a 450 
average, five homers and eight RBI. 
The happy ending to the Jackson - 
Martin-Steinbrenner 
soap opera prac­ 
tically overshadowed the dogged, route- 
going pitching of Mike Torrez, who 
spaced nine hits to stop the Dodgers for 
the second time in the series. 
Torrez, the 6-5, 220-pound Mexican 
right-hander, was roughed up for a pair 
of runs in the first on Steve Garvey’s line 
drive triple into Jackson's rightfiled cor­ 
ner. and a solo homer by Reggie Smith in 
the third which gave the Dodgers a short­ 
lived 3-2 lead. 
But Torrez was stingy when it counted, 
building his own case for a huge salary 
raise in negotiations which continue in 
earnest with Steinbrenner today. 
“ It was a struggling-type gam e.” said 
Torrez, who walked only two. “ ...I really 
threw only one bad pitch — the home run 
ball to Smith in the third But our Reggie 
was just outa sight." 
“ Torrez wasn’t as sharp as he was 
when he beat us in Los Angeles,

“ He got away with a lot of mistakes, but

NEW YORK (UPI) - Larry 
O’Brien hath giveth and Larry 
O’Brien hath taken away. 
On Tuesday the NBA com­ 
missioner returned player John 
Johnson to the Houston Rockets 
— but also said the team will 
keep the two second-round draft 
picks the Rockets had obtained 
from the Boston Celtics in the 
trade for Johnson. 
The Rockets, however, must 
honor the no-cut term s of John­ 
son’s contract. O’Brien added 
after reviewing testimony of a 
six-hour meeting held at NBA 
offices Monday with officials of 
both teams 
Both team s expressed satis­ 
faction with the ruling. 
“The record in this case per­ 
suades me that the only inno­ 
cent party here is Mr. Johnson, 
whose simple and understan­ 
dable desire is to play basket- 
b a ll an d w ho h a s b e e n 
prevented from doing that the 
last two weeks,” said O’Brien, 
noting that the Celtics told 
Johnson to leave camp immedi­ 


ately after they received his 
contract from Houston. 
The two team s had entered 
into a tran sa ctio n in June 
whereby Houston traded the 
seven-year veteran to Boston 
for second-round draft choices 
in 1977 and 1978. 
The dispute, however, began 
early this month when Boston 
received the contract. The 
Celtics announced they were 
canceling the trade because 
they had not been made aware 
that Johnson could not be cut or 
that his contract called for 
more compensation than they 
thought for its two remaining 
years. 
“ Based on all the findings and 
the entire record, I rule that 
Boston’s request that the trade 
be nullified be granted, but that 
Boston’s request for the return 
of its picks be denied,” O’Brien 
said. 
“ Boston was willing to pay 
two d ra ft choices for the 
privilege of taking a look at 
Johnson on the assumption that 


his contract was a no-cut con­ 
tra c t,” added the Com m is­ 
sioner.

The president issued 
an executive order 
last July that the

he has gotten from the bureaucrats is a 
lot of groaning and griping. 
Representatives from the various 
government agencies met behind closed 
doors last month to discuss how to imple­ 
ment the president’s order.

Professor Berger warns those who 
think the short-cut to racial equality is 
by making their own paper doll out of the 
14th Amendment to the Constitution that 
the strategic security of the people s 
liberties is at stake. Madison warned. It 
the sense in which the Constitution was 
accepted and ratified by the nation 
. . 
be not the guide expounding it, there can 
be no security for a consistent and stable 
government, more than for a faithful ex­ 
ercise of its powers.” And Jefferson, 
that “Our peculiar security is in the pos­ 
session of a written constitution.

But it is a pity that Senator Moynihan 
did not devote more time to the con­ 
stitutional point.
